Beulah Stagner Says She Testified 


Falsely atthe 


Inquest Into 


Father’s Death. 





SUSPECTED MAN READY 
TO FACE ANY CHARGE

By a Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent. 
BLODGETT, Mo., Sept. 19.—Beulah Stagner, the 15-year-old 
daughter of Morris Stagner, who was mysteriously murdered near 
here Tuesday night, told a Post-Dispatch reporter here today that 
she had not told the truth at the inquest and that she had been 


coached to falsify by her mother and William Miller. 


She says she 


falsified because she was afraid the truth would hurt her mother. 
Miller says he is innocent and is ready to face any charge that 
may be made against him in connection with the tragedy. 


“I didn’t tell the truth at the inquest,” 
said Beulah, “‘because I knew the truth 
would hurt my mother. But now I will 
because I bclieve I know who the mur- 
derer of m> father is.” 

At the ingques! the gir! testified that 
on the night of the murder her mother 
had gone to bed shortly after 8 o'clock. 
She also testified that she had never 
noticed any particular intimacy between 
her mother and Miller. 

“On the night my father was ‘mur- 
Gered,’’ the girl said today. “all of us 
children went to bed about 8 o'clock. 
I 
didn't go to sleep for an hour or s0, 
and mother was still up moving about 
her room. The next day when the 
Sheriff came out to the house my 
mother drew me aside and said, ‘Don't 
tell him anything you saw last night.’ 


“When they took mother away to Jail 
Mr. Miller brought us children over to 
his house. There he told me that they 
had found my mother's footprints in the 
cornfield leading to the road where 
father was shot. He asked me if I 
hadn't scen mother bringing water to 
father in the cornfield, I told him that 
I hadn't and that I would never say I 
had. All this summer whenever father 
Was away from home Mr. Miller came 
over to see mother. They had long talks 
together and .mother used to send us 
ehfidren away. 


‘Last Monday morning Mr. Miller was 
at the house all morning with mother, 
Mr. Miller went to town with father 
- Tuesday night and instead of coming 

back with father he came back alone, 

an hour before father did." 

Sheriff Gover, who is at Benton, when 
told of Beulah Stagner’s statement this 
Morning over the telephone, said that 

he would come to Blodgett tmmediateiy 
' for Miller, who is now at his home a 
mile north of Blodgett. 


“I am ready to face any charge,” Mil- 
ler said, ‘‘because I am innocent and be- 
cause I believe I know who did it.” 

Young Man In Accused. 

Miller accuses a young man who has 
been paying attention to Beulah Stag- 
mer. Miller says that Stagner was afraid 
of this man. 

Mrs. Stagner, who was seen in Jail at 
Benton by the Post-Dispatch reporter, 
miso accuses this same admirer of her 


daughter. Sheriff Gover, after an in- 
vestigation, has refused to place him 
under arrest. 

Stagner was found lying in the road a 
hundred yards from his home. The 
charge of buckshot and slugs which had 
instantly killed him entered his body on 
the right side and evidently was fired 
from that side of the road, which is 
skirted by the Stagner farm. 

The footprints of a woman and man 
were found close to where the body 
lay. Bloodhounds followed these foot- 
prints through the fence bordering. the 
cornfield, through the field and to the 
Stagner home. 

At the inquest Mrs. Stagner explained 
this by saying that on Sunday morning 
she and her husband had walked to a 
melon patch in the cornfield and then 
had climbed the fence into the road. 

When she was asked in Jail by the 
Post-Dispatch reporter how she and her 
husband happened to leave the corn- 
field exactly at the point where her hus- 
band’s body was found two days later, 
she said: “I don’t know anything about 
that. I don’t know where my husbani 
was found. I didn’t go out to see him 
when I heard he was dead.’’ 

Stagner came to his death between 10 
and 10:30 Tuesday night, as was testi- 
fied at the inquest by those living in the 
neighborhood who heard the shot. Mrs. 
Stagner says she had gone to bed at 8 
Pp. m. and did not leave her bed till 
morning. This assertion; which her 
daughter Beulah corroborated at the in- 
quest, has now been denied by Beulah. 

Miller says he came to his home, 
which is a quarter of a mile from the 
Stagner home, at 9 p. m., that he went 
to bed and to sleep soon afterwards. 
He says he did not hear the shet. Mrs. 
Miller says the shot woke her up and 
that her husband was in his bed asleep 
at the time. 

Miller and Stagner were first cousins, 
with adjoining farms, and they helped 
each other and were much together, 

“He was my best friend,’’ said Miller, 

‘‘and I was his best friend. 1 have been 
loaning him money lately, as he was in 
difficulty.”’ 
Miller denied that Stagner had ever 
accused him of being too friendly with 
Mrs. Stagner. She also denied ever hav- 
ing trouble with her husband about Mil- 
ler.

Besides Attorney-General Had- 
ley the following candidates for state 
offices were present: W. W. Wilder. 
candidate for railroad commissioner: 
J. G. Argus, for supreme judge; John 
E. Swanger, secretary of State and 
Jesse Tallerton, for auditor. 

Defies Saloon Element. 

Mr. Hadley charged that the public 
service corporations of St. Louis and 
the lawless saloon element. which has 
been held in subjection by Gov. 
Folk, had lent material aid to the 
Cowherd candidacy and were support- 
ing him in the campaign. 

“There is nothing that Mr. 
could say that would 
men that they are making a mistake in 
supporting him, and nothing that lI 
could say that would win for me their 
approval,’ said Mr. Hadley in speaking 
of the lawless saloon-keepers. 


Wants no Saloon Aid. 


“But! I want neither their approval 
nor their votes, for I have no favors to 
give those who violate the law. Y here 
and now declare unrelenting opposition 
to the Jawless saloon-keeper who seeks 
to nominate and elect our public offt- 
cials for his own protection.’’

This is the sum, Mr. Reller says, the 
people would save by cutting the price 
of the gas they consume from the pres- 
ent average of 95 cents a thousand cubic 
feet, to 35 cents, as provided in the 
measure now being held without ex- 
planation by the Public Improvements 
Committee ef the House, 

This argument was made by Mr. Reller 
to members of the committee, Friday 
night, when he, Dr. William H. Cotton 
af the Million Club, Ford Smitn of the 
Million Club and N. P. Zimmer of the 
Southwestern Mercantile Association 
appeared to submit amendments to the 
natural gas Dill. 

Friends of the natural gas bill hoped 
that the committee would report it Fri- 
day night so that some action might be 
taken upon the measure, but they were 
Gisappointed. 


No Public Hearing. 
Chairman W. J. Brennan of the com- 


mittee told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
after the meeting Friday night that he 
and his associates would study the 
amendments offered, but would grant no 
public hearing on them. Neither would 
Brennan promise to report the bill next 
Friday. 

Mr. Reller said that most of the com-

mitteemen expressed themselves as. will-. 


ing to accept the amendments which 
were drawn at a meeting of the United 
Natural Gas Committee Thursday night. 

The United Committee, representing 
about 20 mercantile, civic and indus- 
trial organizations, has taken members 
of the Public Improvements Committee 
at their word by suggesting in the 
present bill sueh alterations as the 
Delegates have been quoted as favor- 
ing. 

The first of these amendments is one 
requiring the seekers of the franchise 
to file a bond of $250,000 within 30 days 
after the passage of the ordinance, in- 
stead of six months later as the bill 
now permits. 

“May” to “Shall.” 

The furnishing of natural gas has 
also been made mandatory under the 
bill through changing the word “may’’ 
to ‘shail’ wherever it appears in that 
connection, 

A clause stipulating that the fran- 
chise must not be sold or transferred 
has also been incorporated in the bill. 
The supplying of industrial gas is left 
to the option of the new company, so 
that private consumers may have the 
first benefit of whatever quantity fs 
piped to St. Louis. 

To insure the regulation of the com- 
pany’s rates and service, the body of 
the “Cooper Act” has been added as a 
new section of the bill. As the fran- 
chise wil] be virtually a contract, the 
inclusion of the text of the Cooper Act 
will make regulation one of the con- 
ditions under which the ordinance fs 
passed and accepted.

COLUMBUS, O., Sept. 19.—Frank gs. 
Monnett, who was Attorney-General of 
Ohio from 1896 to 1900, today told how 
he was offered a bribe of $400,000 while 
he was in office by a man who said he 
represented the Standard Oil Co. He 
was to receive this sum, he Was prom- 
ise., if he would drop the ouster suits 
against Standard Oil. Soon after he re- 
tirea from office, these suits were 
dropped. 

He savagely denounced Senator For- 
aker, and specifically mentioned C. N. 
Haskell, treasurer of the Democratic 
National Committee, among the mer 
who were alleged by the go-between 
as being responsible for the manage- 
ment of the bribe negotiations. 

“In January, 1899, I stopped at the 
Arlington Hotel in Washington,” said 
Mr. Monnett. “One day I found a card 
in my box from Senator Foraker, ask- 
ing me to call at his home On Six- 
teenth street. I called, and after pass- 
ing social exchanges with members of 
the family, I was taken into his library 
and he produced certified copies of my 
petitions in the Standard Oll ouster 
cases in Ohio. 

“As he laid them down he told me 
that he was an attorney for the com- 
pany. I at first discussed the impro- 
priety and danger of his representing 
the Trusts, criminal and civil violators 
of the laws of his own State, as long 
as he, as well as myself, should be in- 
terested in the welfare of the people of 
Ohio. 

Talked of Standard Oil Power, 

“He told me that he never allowed his 
law practice to interfere with politics 
or his politics with his law practice, 
and added that he was judge of ethics 
of our profession. He then took up the 
cause of action against these companies 
and reminded me of the great power, 
financially and politically, of the Stan- 
dard Oll crowd. 

“After talking a short time he asked 
me to’have the proceedings delayed in 
order to accommodate him, I firmly 
declined to concede any time whatever 
and told him so. He recalied the great 
power of the Oil Trust to anyone op- 
posed to it. 

“After that interview we dealt at 
arm's ngth and not as political allies. 
I received at the same time while in 
Washington, I think possibly the next 
day, a telegram from C. B. Squires, at 
Cleveland, in which he sald: “Make no 
agreement with anyone in Washington 
about important business matter uptt! 
I can see you.’ 


Get Telephone Message. 

“T did not understand this telegram. 
and when I returned to Columbus I was 
called up by telephone from Cleveland 
by this same Mr. Squires and he told

Was in Love With Girl. 

Love for little Olga, to which the 
parents objected, prompted the shoot- 
ing. 

The Grabow farm is near Calhoun, a 
little village about four miles east of 
here. Farmers for miles around, armed 
with revolvers, old muskets and what- 
ever weapon available, joined the posse 
from the city. 

Ernest Grabow, owner of the farm, 
drove to Waukesha yesterday and while 
he was gone Smith's instinct to kill 
flamed into action.

SEES LABOR SUPPORT 

Ss ae, 
Says Democrati: Principles 
Should Also Appeal to Far- 
Sighted Employers.

NEW YORK, Sept. 19.—William J. 
Bryan, for the first time in this cam- 
paign, submtted to an extended inter- 

view here, answering a list of questions 
put to him/by a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

The most important of these dealt with 
his claim of being the heir to Mr. Roose- 
velt’s policies and his refusal to attack 
the President in the West, where the 
“big stick” is very strong. On this 
subject Mr. Bryan said, carefully dictat- 
ing his remarks: 

“There is a great deal of confusion as 
to Mr. Roosevelt's policies. A distinc- 
tion ought to be drawn between his 
popular policies and his unpopular poli- 
cies. You cannot cover both kinds of | 
policies in the same language. 

“Some of Mr. Roosevelt's policies are 
popular in the West; some are unpopu- 
lar. The popular ones are those that 
have been borrowed from the Democratic 
party and the unpopular ones are those 
upon which the Republican party has a 
patent. 

“T have criticised Mr. Roosevelt where 
I thought he was wro have com- 
mended him where I thought he was 
right, and I have done this without 
waiting to see whether his actions were 
popular or not. 

Doesn’t Indorse Roosevelt. 

“fT have never indorsed Mr. Roosevelt, 
but I have indorsed things that he has 
said and things that he has done. I 
have been specific in both my indorse- 
ments and my criticisms.” 

Reverting to the progress of his cam- 
paign, Mr. Bryan was asked what dif- 
ference he noticed between his recep- 
tions now in the West and those of 1896 
and 1900, when it was the “enemy’s 
country.” 

“I think there has been a very per- 
ceptible change in this respect," replied 
the presidential candidate. ‘‘There is 
none of the feeling of hostility to the 
Democratic platform or the feeling of 
fear that a Democraltic victory would 
be followed by a business depression. 

“T never felt that the fear was justi- 
fied in previous campaigns, and the pan- 
fe of last fall has completely disposed 
of the pet theory of Republican ora- 
tors and editors that the Republican 
party could guarantee prosperity. 

“We have specified what we think 
ought to be done, and I am satisfied that 
no legitimate interest feels that {t will 
be menaced or jeopardized by Demo- 
cratic success. Our platform has the 
advantage of clearly outlining what is to 
be expected as the result of Democrat- 
fe victory. 

Call, Republicans Evasive. 

“The Republican platform is so am- 
biguous, uncertain and evasive that no 
One can tell what interpretation will be 
placed upon it by the President, if the 
Republicans win, or whether Congress 
will agree with his interpretations.”’ 

Mr. Bryan was cautious and conserva- 
tive regarding his chances of success; 
refusing to name states or to give fig- 
ures or even positive claims. He said: 

“I think it can be safely stated that 
the changes being made from one side 
to the other show a net gain to our 
party in all parts of the country—that 
is, the tidal wave, so to speak, is run- 
ning in our favor. In some places the 
accessions to our party are more nu- 
Mmerous than in other parts, but every- 
where the trend is toward the Demo- 
cratic party. I am not in a position 
te discuss relative gains in different 
localities or to estimate the total 
change.” 

Concerning the support being given 
him by organized labor, Mr. Bryan said: 

“As far as I am able to learn, the 
labor sentiment is with the Democratic 
party by a large preponderance, and 
‘that regardless of locality. I think it is 
attributable to several things. 

“First, to the record of the Republican 
party on labor questions. Second, to the 
fellure of its platform to cover those 
questions. Third, to the labor planks 
of cur platform. Fourth, to the fact 
that the whole tenor of our platform is 
satisfactory because it takes the side of 
the masses on the questions discussed.” 

Democrats to Bring Harmony. 

“Would not the fulfillment of the Dem- 
ocfatic platform widen the breach be- 
tween capital and labor?” was, aaked. 

“No,"’ emphatically replied Mr. Bry- 
en. “The effects of the immediate legis- 
lation proposed by the Democrats will be 
to bring labor and capital into harmon- 
fous co-operation. I think the capitalist, 
if he will take a far-sighted view of his 
own interest, will see that permanent 
prosperity is only possible when there 
are harmonious relations between labor 
and capital, and that harmonious rela- 
tions are only possible when there is 
justice between employer and employe. 
Cur platform asks for nothing more 
than simple justice.”

INCREASE IN WEST END 





Total Number Registered 
About 155,000, Probably 
10,000 to Come Off. 

An analysis of the a iatiaaitton in St. 
Louis indicates that the West End 


wards, and some heavy Republican 
wards, will control the November elec- 


‘tion in the city. The river wards, which 


have been giving heavy Democratic ma- 
jorities for many years, show little or no 
increase in registration. 

With 13 precincts missing the registra- 
tion is lw,515. The missing precincts 
will bring the total registration to about 
155,000. The registration four years ago 
was 126,116. 

Vigilance on -the part of the election 
and police departments held the registra- 
tion down in the river wards, but it is 
expected that several thousand names 
will be stricken off during the revision. 

The figures show that the Republican 
city organization did much more effect- 
ive work in getting voters registered 
than the Democratic. The Twentieth 
Ward, which is the home ward of Chair- 
man Thomas Ward of the Democratic 
City Committee, with three precincts 
missing, shows a decrease of 372 from 
the registration of four years ago. On 
the other Band, Chairman Howe, who 
lives in the Twenty-seventh Ward, comes 
to the front, with one precinct missing, 
with a gain in régistration of 2306. 

Democratic Wards Suffer. 

The strong Democratic river wards, in- 
cluding the Third, Fourth, Fifth and 
Sixteenth, together, show an {fncrease of 
but 862 votes, and perhaps all of this 
will be wiped out by the revision clerks. 
The Twenty-second Ward, also strongly 
Democratic, makes a better showing, 
with an increase of 986, but this will be 
subjected to a searching examination by 
the police and election departments, and 
may be cut down considerably. 

The Twenty-eighth Ward alone, with 


a registration of 11.044 voters, will almost 
offset the combined registration in the 
Miles-Daley wards—thoe Third, Fifteenth, 
Sixteenth aad Twenty-second, which 
have a total registration of 14,312. It is 
expected that the revision wiil reduce 
the registration in these four wards un- 
til they will not have any more than 
the Twenty-eighth Ward. 

Normal and heavv Republican wards 
like the First, Tenth, Eleventh. Twen- 
ty-fifth, Twenty-seventh and Twenty- 
eighth, show a combined increase in 
registration of 13,450. This increase is 
distributed as _ follows: First, 1493; 
Tenth, 1857; Eleventh, 1691: Twenty- 
fourth, 1657; Twenty-seventh, 2305, and 
Twenty-eighth, 2366... 

To Strike Off 10,000 Names. 

In the Sixth, Seventh, Eighth and 
Ninth wards, all Republican, the in- 
crease in registration is light. The Sixth 
Ward gives an increase of but 366, the 
Seventh 20, Eighth 40 and Ninth = 226. 
The Twelfth Ward, which is now Re- 
publican, gives an increase of 1615, while 
the Fourteenth Ward, which has long 
been regarded as a Butler stronghold, 
shows an increase of 985. 

The Election Board expects that fully 
10,000 names, most of them in the river 
wards, will be stricken from the regis- 
tration _books, leaving the total regis- 
tration about 145,000, still 3000 less than 
it was 12 years ago, when thousands of 
fraudulent names were enrolled. 

The registration indicates that voters, 
aroused by charges of fraud, went to 
the polls and registered. If the wards 
that are generally regarded as clean 
poll the usual percentage of the regisira- 
tion at the election the decent element 
will control.

Then she turned on the reptile house 
and when she was through with it the 
building was shattered. This morning 
Luna seemed quieter and the shackles 
were taken from her legs. Instantly she 
charged the cages, overturning them, 
and such an exodus of snakes followed 
as broke all records. 

Alice Luna, she having been so desig- 
nated last week, when she was brought 
up from Luna Park, where she had 
been carrying women and children on 
her back for several years, is 12 years 
old, weighs 4500 pounds.

I'd rather be in the news- 
paper business than anything else in the 
world. Many, many nights I go to the 
office with my husband and remain until

2-CENT PASSENGER LAW IS 
BLAMED-FOR WABASH LOSS 


Reduced Freight Rates Helped $1,- 
000,000 Decrease—Delano 


Also Says Panic Hurt. 

The reduced freight rate law and the 
two-cent passenger? law are blamed by 
President Delano of the Wabash Rail- 
road for a decrease of nearly $1,000,000 
in the road’s net earnings for the fiscal 
year, which ended June 30, according to 
the annual report of the president and 
directors, just issued. 

The year before the net earnings of 
the road were $7,853,747, and the past 
year they dropped to $6,866,504.56. Mr. 
Delano blames the panic to some extent, 
but says that the main trouble with 
earnings is attributable to the rate laws. 

While the number of passengers did 
increase 10 per cent after the two-cent 
rate went into operation, he says, the 
net revenue from passenger service fell 
off 7 per cent.

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THE ARCHBOLD-FORAKER LETTERS. 

The publication of the Archbold letters to Sen- 
ator Foraker is a blow to the Republican cause 
and a severe reflection upon that representative 
of Republican principles. 

But there is nothing in the letters inconsistent 
with the nature of the policy of special privilege 
which the Republican party has made its own. 
Indeed, they proceed not from abuses of a sys- 
tem wholesome and beneficial] in itself, but from 
vices inherent in the system of favoritism and 
one-sided and partial paternalism. A party that 
commits itself to such a policy must inevitably 
fall a victim to scandals arising out of the strug- 
gle for favors, struggles which give birth to 
double dealing, chicanery and flat bribery. 

This is not the first case in point. Yesterday 
it was Senator Bailey. Today it is Senator For- 
aker. Tomorrow it will be another. Whether the 
charges are true or false, whether or not Bailey 
and Foraker wandered from the straight path of 
public duty, it is admitted that Bailey’s reputa- 
tion did not escape with a whole skin, and For- 
aker will have to do a deal of explaining to make 
people believe he is entirely a victim of circum- 
stances. His right to practice law in the Ohio 
courts and even act as a “legislative agent” be- 
fore committees of the Ohio Legislature, is not 
questioned, but if his clients are beggars in the 
lobbies of the United States Senate it will not be 
easy for the plain man of the proverb to distin- 
guish between Lawyer Foraker of Ohio and Sen- 
ator Foraker of Ohio. And neither Mr. Foraker 
nor any other man in such circumstances can say 
that in performing his duties as Senator he is not 
influenced consciously or unconsciously by his 
personal or professional obligations to his clients 
outside, whenever they appear before Congress 
asking alms. And if he slips into the mire he can 


* blame nobody but himself and the vicious system 


of favoritism and special privilege, which must, 
in its very nature, weave a web of temptation 
about every public min. 

The only way out is a total repudiation and 
abandonment of the whole scheme and policy of 
favoritism. “Equal rights to all; special privi- 
fegés to none.” This Jeffersonian maxim is the 
only sound foundation for political policy, and 
@véry departure from it is sure to induce scandal 
and ruin. 

Mr. Foraker testifies that -the transaction was 
merely personal and professional and had no 
connection whatever with his congressional du- 
ties. We hope he can make good his defense and 
scve his own reputation, but the letter of Jan. 27, 
1902, seems to give the lie to his protestations. 
But whatever happens to him, these letters wit- 
ness to the pernicious activity of special interests 
in politics. And Mr. Foraker’s party will have 
to bear the blame for the corruption thence en- 


SIX FOR A QUARTER. 

The United Railways management have wisely 
taken the precaution to publish in all the newspa- 
pers full and explicit instructions with regard to 
the operation of its pay-as-you-enter cars, so that 
the delay and inconvenience usually attending the 
inauguration of a new system shall be reduced to 
a minimum. But the pay-as-you-enter system is 
designed to benefit the railway company, not the 
public. Its prime purpose is to assure the collec- 
tion of every fare, regardless of its effect upon the 
comfort and convenience of the public. In order 
to ease the working of the system and reduce the 
delays to a minimum, the company asks the peo- 
ple using the cars to provide themselves with 
nickels; in short, to get before entering the cars 
the small change hitherto provided by conductors. 
The company wants the public to take upon Itself 
the burden of providing change. 

In view of the fact that the railway company 
asks the public to put up with some delay and in- 
convenience and to assume some of the burden of 
its new system for the collection of all fares, we 
ask the company, in a spirit of sweet reasonable- 
ness, would it not be fair to make some conces- 
sion to the public? Would it not be fair to help 
the public to co-operate with the company in pro- 
viding ready fares by selling tickets at a slightly 
reduced rate? 

If the United Railways Co. would sell six tick- 
ets for 25 cents, it would offer the public an in- 
ducement to provide ready fares for the conduc- 
tors. It would be a fair concession to the public 
for, not merely submitting to inconvenience, but 
co-operating with it for the company’s benefit. 
The policy of concession is fair and wise and, in 
the long run, is profitable. 

As a matter of fact, by selling tickets at a 
slightly reduced rate, whether pay-as-you-enter 
cars are used or not, the company would proba- 
bly make money. The fare money would go di- 
rectly to the company in considerable sums. The 
losses of tickets would fall on the public, not on 
‘the company. There is no possibility of graft in 
ticket fares. 

The United Railways would exhibit a spirit of 
fairness and would gain public good will by in- 
augurating its pay-as-you-enter cars with a small 


concession on rates—six tickets for a quarter.

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THE DISASTER AT FORT MYER. 

The terrible accident which befell Orville 
Wright and Lieut. Selfridge at Fort Myer fills the 
world with sadness. Young Selfridge was cut off 
at the outset of what promised to be a useful 
Career. Wright is laid up and may be unable for 
a long time to pursue his labors with tHe vigor 
and intelligence needed in a work requiring per- 
fect health of body and clearness of mental vis- 
fon. Selfridge is a martyr to science, as he was 
one of its heroes. Wright survives to complete 
the service to humanity in which his whole soul 
seems to be engaged. 

It does not appear that the accident was due to 
any fault in the principles of construction of the 
machine. The disaster was caused, according to 
the opinion of experts, to a flaw in one of the 
blades of the propeller. If this is true, it was an 
accident that is likely to happen to any machine, 
since imperfections in the materials used in its 
construction cannot always be detected. Mr. Ed- 
ison has criticised the principle of the aeroplane, 





but’ until his views are clearly stated and under- 
stood by scientific men we cannot know whether 


that type of airship is entirely useless or requires 
only the rectification of the mode in which its 
principle is worked out. 

But it is noteworthy that although the Wrights 
have been experimenting with the aeroplane since 
1900, this is the first accident they have suffered. 
Considering that air flight is a new art, that 
they had no precedent experience to guide them, 
and have had to learn every step in their progress 
by actual trial, their escape from injury is re- 
markable. Not many advances in applied science 
have been attended with so few disasters. That 
this one attracts unusual attention is because of 
the great importance of the work and the neces- 
sarily conspicuous character of the experiment. 

The science of aeronautics need suffer no great 
check from this mishap. It was to have been ex- 
pected; it is a wonder something like it, or worse, 
did not happen to the Wrights before. It is an 
incident in the work and only an incident. . 

It is now the controlling duty of the Wrights, 
and all other experimenters in air navigation, to 
take care of themselves. They should take no 
chances save those which are absolutely neces- 
sary. The world needs their services and can’t

A Hot-Water System.

oH E LOVED me for my devotion. I loved him for the services I had 
rendered him.” 

Thus in her prison cell in 1788, just before she was led forth to 
execution, wrote the most celebrated woman of her day. She was de- 
scribing her engagement and marriage to a man who was even then about 
to kill himself for love of her. This man was Jean Roland, a refugee from 
the alleged ‘‘justice” of France's Reign of Terror. 

Menon Philpon came of an old, impoverished French family. As a girl 
ghe had shown promise of the literary and political genius by which 

, She was one day to bend a nation to her will and to help change the history 
ef the world. She was so beautiful and accomplished that, poor as_ she 
was, she did not lack suitors. Yet she rejected every offer of marriage. 
In 1774, when she was 20, she chanced to meet Roland, a grave, schol- 
afly man of 4. From the first he was attracted to her. She cared 
little for him; but a friendship sprang up, based on mutual interests. 
For nearly five years this platonic friendship endured. Then, to the girl's 
surprise, Roland, on the eve of his departure upon a journey to Italy, 
Kkisged her. This opened her eyes to his real feelings and led her, little by 
little te learn to love him. He asked her to be his 
+ wife, She told him frankly that she was very poor and 
!pade him ask her father’s consent. Her father re- 
)fused in a needlessly brutal manner. This refusal 
} probably served to sweep away Manon’s last doubts as 
to her love for Roland. For, unable to marry him, 
she went into retirement at a convent. There she stayed for months. Roland 
at last found her and succeeded in wringing from her father a reluctant con- 
gent to the match. The wedding took place Feb. 4, 1779. 

For the first few years after their marriage, Mme. Roland looked upon 
her husband as a heaven-gifted genius. Then she gradually discovered she 
had ten times his brains and courage. But, instead of despising him, she 
Set herself to using all her wondrous talents for the improvement of her 
husband's fortunes, with the result that her genius raised him at last to the 
post of Minister of the Interior. Madame Roland, failing in an effort to 
sc ure a place for herself and her husband in the French peerage, avenged 
herself by indulging in visionary dreams of freeing France from royal 
tyranny and of making it a free country like our own. She and her hus- 
band aired these views in print until the French people were thoroughly 
aroused. This pair of middle-aged lovers did more than anyone else to 
bring about. the French Revolution. The people eagerly read and _ believed 
their pamphlet’ Mme. Roland's beauty and wit made her the most popular 
as well as the most influential woman in France. The seeds of revolt sowed 
by her were destined within a very few years to blossom forth into that ter- 

if needful, growth, the French Revolution. 

The Rolands wanted France to be free. They wanted King Louis XVI 
Gethroned. They demanded an independent, self-governing nation. They clam- 
ered for a revolution. They got all they asked. But. as in the story of 
“Frankenstein,” the monster they created destroyed them. It was a pretty. 
bloodiess, philosophical, “kid glove” revolution that they had planned; and 
@& pure republic like those of ancient Greece and Rome, guided by gentle, 
high-souled men. When the French Revolution at last burst forth fhe Ro- 
lands were overjoyed. But their joy quickly turned, to horror. Instead of 
the ideal, calm; logical change of government ‘that they had both looked for- 
Ward to, murder, graft, wholesome barbarities marked every step of the up- 
rising. France swam to freedom in the blood of its butchered children. The 
King was not only dethroned, but beheaded as well. The Rolands protested 
@gainst the atrocities that daily filled the land. But France had for the moment 
gone insane. 

Because the Rolands begged for moderation they and their followers were 
charged with treason against the new, bloodstained republic. Roland fled in 
time to avoid capture. But Mme. Roland was arrested and thrown®into pris- 
on. Their adherents were scattered or slain. In her cell, in the fall of 1793, 
Mme. Roland wrote her famous “Memoirs.” In the earlier pages of this 
Book she says: ‘‘Never can history paint these dreadful times, nor the mon- 
X _ eters that fill them with their barbarities. * * * 
}Oh, my friends! May kind fate guide you to .the 
} United States, the only asylum of freedom!” 

On Nov. 8, 1793, after a farcical trial, Mme. Roland 
ee was led forth to be beheaded. On the way to the 
| Seatfold, her cye fell upon a big clay image of Liberty. She paused and 
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exclaimed bitterly:

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Sept. 19.—Not tn 


depleted by the graduation of players 
as it has this year. Of last year’s vic- 
torious eleven Yale has lost the follow- 
ing mer: Capt. Biglow and H. R. Paige, 
the two tackles, and G. Foster, the sub- 


stitute tackle, who was just as good as 
Paige; Howard Jones and Alcett, the 
two ends, and Beebe, the other substi- 
tute tackle and substitute end, as well 
as Pigott, the second sub-tackle and sub- 
end; Congdon, the regular center, and 
Dunbar, the sub-center; Tad Jones, the 
quarterback, and Dines, the sub-quarter; 
Bomar and Berger, two of the half- 
backs, and Mitchell, a sub-halfback. 


This is a long list of players to lose 
in a single year and the loss of these 
men is especially significant, when it is 
remembered that Biglow, Tad Jones and 
Alcott were all popular members of the 
all-American team of last season. Those 
regulars who remain are as follows: In 
the rush line, Goebel and Cooney, the 
two guards; behind the rush line, Coyle, 
the fullback. Capt. Burch did not play 
in any of the big varsity games last 
year. He got into the Harvard game 
for one or two plays at the close of the 
game, but barely long enough to get his 
varsity Y. 

Few Others Available.

President John J. O'Connor of the 
Western division has said that Cochems 
has no right to represent anybody. ex- 
cept in an advisory capacity. He 
quotes as authority a ruling from James 
E. Sullivan, president of the national 
organization. 

Will Have te Be Shown. 

Cochems says he will either be ac- 
knowledged or he will run for president 
of the Western division. He adds fur- 
ther that he will force the organization 
to adhere to its constitution and by- 
laws, in which professionals are not de- 
nied the right to hold office. 

ITHOUT entering into the merits 
W of the case, it is safe to say 
that Cochems will not succeed. 
He may force ‘the A. A. U. to amend 
its laws so as to positively define its 
position on the point. But the organi- 
zation is for amateurs, and the fact 
that Mr. Sullivan publishes a sporting 
manual does not make him a profes- 
sional. 

Mr. Cochems is a coach of athletes. 
He now has a body of them in his 
care, and it would hardly be fair to 
give him a position which, as an offi- 
cer of the A. A. U. might enable him 
to wield 
his team. ‘* 

Nevertheless the fact that the law pro- 
hibiting professionals is not on the books 
gives him a loophole for indulging in 

ndless controversy and, incidentally, for 
bringing to light the need of a few men 
like Cochems at the helm of the Ama- 
teur Association.

Serious Losses Were Recorded 
in All the Prominent 
Stocks. 





NEW YORK, Sept. 19.—Saturday’s 
stock market was a disastrous one for 
the bulls. The respite which they re- 
ceived Friday only served to accen- 
tuate the unusually heavy losses which 
they suffered at the closing session of 
the week. 

Without any logical reason prices 
were hammered until losses of 2 and 3 
and 4 points were registered in the 


Issues that have' been the speculative 
favorites in the bull campaigns of the 
last three months were the ones that 
showed the greatest weakness. 

The opening had been fairly firm, but 

before the end of the first hour all gains 
were wiped out, and in the final half 
hour a heavy selling movement caused 
losses of 2 points or more in all the 
active issues. There was very heavy 
selling of Reading, Union Pacific and 
Southern Pacific, chiefly from traders 
who have been on the bear side of the 
market the last few days. There was 
an utter absence of definite news to 
‘account for the break, but in market 
circles it was believed that the slump 
might be attributed to political condi- 
tions. The market was showing only 
slight recovery at the close. 
’ There was renewed pressure after 
the first quarter of an hour, apd from 
then on prices made material losses, a 
number of the leading stocks dropping 
2 points and everything traded in dur- 
ing the first hour showing some amount 
of loss. Government bonds unchanged; 
other bonds dull. 

The weekly statement of the as- 
sociated banks, issued today, shows the 
following changes: 

Reserve on all deposits, decrease $1,- 
774,300; reserve on deposits other than 
United States, decrease $1,310,850; loans, 
decrease $4,577,700; specie, decrease $2,-

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Miss Neeloo Garner Declares 
She Was Not the Only 
One Deceived.

STERLING, IIL, Sept. 19.—One hun- 
dred and sixteen fervid letters from a 
bank clerk t~ a working girl, telling a 


love story that began with the first 
meeting and ended when the writer ab- 
ruptly married the “other woman,” are 
the exhibits in the $10,000 breach of 
promise suit filed by Miss Neeloo Gar- 
ner, 18 years old, of Leaf River, IIL, 
against Arthur R. Buzzel, 2 years old, 
of Dixon, Il. 

The suit has stirred social and busi- 
ness circles in four Illinois towns; for 
in Dixon and Leaf River young Buzzel 
is known as a rising young business 
man, while in the same towns and in 
Rochelle and Sterling Miss Garner has 
many friends. 

She threatens to involve some of them 
in her damage suit, alleging that when 
Buzzel married a young widow in Ore- 
gon, Ill., on June 14, he was engaged 
to three other women, including the 
plaintiff in the present proceedings. 

Miss Garner’s romance lasted for two 
years. For more than a year she wore 
Buzzel’s engagement ring. She was 
wearing it when she was with him on 
the night of June 12, when, she says, 
they were planning their life together 
in the home he was to build for her in 
Dixon. She did not know then that 
she had a rival, but on Sunday night, 
two days later, Buzzel was married to 
Mrs. Ethel Thompson. 

Two Others Disappointed. 

Miss Garner will try to prove that 
there were two other disappointed fian- 
cees, each of whom wore the “‘solitaire’”’ 
and each of whom received love letters 
similar to the ones she has turned over 
to her lawyer. 

Buzzel and Miss Garner lived in Leaf 
The 
young man was employed in a bank, 
and his opportunities in business were 
exceptional. His father, Charles Ed- 
ward Buzzel, is prominent in Ogle 
County politics. “Smart as a whip,” 
they say of him there, ‘‘and so are his 
boys.” 

Miss Garner's father, ‘‘Dave’’ Garner, 
is not so well off financially. It was 
necessary for the children to contribute 
to the family’s support, so Neeloo ob- 
tained employment with the local news- 
paper, the Leaf River Mirror. She 
worked there until she began to plan 
for the new home in Dixon. 

Buzzel and Miss Garner knew one 
another as one person must know an- 
other in a village like Leaf River, but 
until the night that Buzzel, in the 
Millage phraseology, asked to ‘‘take her 
from a social gathering they 
were not ‘keeping company.” From 
that night, however, it was a love af- 
fair, and Bugzsel, explaining that he 
could not find sufficient field for his 
talents in his native town, arranged 
to go to Dixon, where an opening was 
offered to him in the BState Union 
Bank. 

Wanted to Be Sure of Her. 

One of the notes he wrote to Miss 
Garner just:before he left, which is to 
be introduced in the damage suit reads: 

“I am going down there (to Dixon) to 
make something for you with a heart 
full of courage and hope for the future, 
when you will be my own in the sight 
of the world. If I were sure I could 
keep you true to me! 

“Be good to me, sweatheart, for I 
am near the breaking point in some 
ways. I am nervous and disheartened 
and almost discouraged with things 
going on as they are. 

“I love you and you only, and WILL 
NOT give you up of my own free will. 
Think as kindly of me as you can, 
and write, if only a few lines.” 

The note is signed, “Ever yours, Ar- 
thur.”’ 

Miss Garner alleges that when young 
Buzzel wrote that letter he was in the 
midst of two or three other similar love 
affairs, and that he left Leaf River 
and went to Dixon on that account, and 
not, as he wrote, to plan his future with 
her. 

When Buzzel reached Dixon he wooed 
Miss Garner as ardently by mail as he 
had done in Leaf River. He wrote let- 
ters of exceptional length, addressing 
her most frequently as “My Dearest,” 
and signing them “Yours.” He referred 
often to his plans for a “house,” and in 
one letter he addressed Miss Garner as 
‘Dear Wife.” 

His letters were well phrased and evi- 
dently were penned slowly and carefully. 
He discussed intimately the affairs of 
the bank and gave laborious descriptions 
of his personal affairs, illustrating his 
letters at times with rough pen-and-ink 
sketches. In one letter he breaks ab- 
ruptly from an accemnt of how affairs 
are going in business to say: 


More Than “Dearest Friend.” 
Do you know you are the best girl 


that ever breathed? Not only that, but 
‘ me you are the sweetest and pret- 
tlest woman that ever made a man 
happy by promising to be his."’ 

_ Almost a year to a day from the date 
»” which Miss Garner filed her breach 
f promise suit, young Buzzel wrote the 
‘etter which is to be the principal ex- 
bit if the case goes to trial. This let- 
er is dated “Dixon, $-27,"" and over the 
late is written “Here's a million kisses

get one from you, and am very glad 
I wasn’t disappointed. 

“Yes, you are smart for getting your 
work done ‘so fast, but don’t overdo 
yourself. I know you must have worked 
hard. 

“Do you know the first thing that 
struck me when I read your letter? It 
was the heading. ‘My dearest friend.’ 
Now, I figured that you headed it that 
way for some ‘rubberneck’s’ benefit, 
but if you did not, I want to ask you 
—are we not more than friends? 

“You are more to me than you could 
be if you were the dearest friend I ever 
could have, for I love you unselfishly, 
without thought of self, and I want to 
be more to you than ‘dearest friend.’ 

“Tf I cannot be more I accept‘ dearest 
friend’—but I want to be more. 

“You are more to me than I ever 
dreamed anyone could be, for I know 
I am not always as affectionate as I 
have been to you, but my love for you 
brings out the best there is in me, and 
I truly love you, and would think of 
you before anyone else or myself. 
“Your writing is looking better—more 
like it was before you were ill—and I 
am glad to note the sign of improve- 
ment in ‘nerves.’ 
‘“T have read your letter over very 
carefully several times and am going 
over it again as I write. There are 
some things I want to treat on. 
Mentions Their Plans. 
“Firstly, you say you wouldn't give 
me up for all the boys you have ever 
gone with (‘which means a good deal’). 
Dear, I KNOW it means a great deal to 
say it about JUST ONE of them. You 
know who I mean.

When he reached home he wrote a long 
letter, describing his emotions as he ‘‘lis- 
tened to the band,’’ and concluding with 
the statement that he had promised 
himself a luxurious hour in the bathtub 
as a means of attaining real comfort. 

To better impress this fact on his 
fiancee he drew a pen-and-ink sketch of 
a bathtub, with great splashes of water, 
and a sketch of his shoes on the floor. 


A heated protestation of love for Miss 
Garner formed the “‘overlines’’ or ‘‘cap- 
tion’’ for the sketch, while ‘'This is Me’”’ 
were the “underlines.”’ 


The papers in Miss Garner’s suit were 
served on Buzzel several days ago, but 
he has not employed counsel. Although 
he will not discuss the case, even with 
his most intimate friends, it is thought 
that an effort will be made to settle 
it out of court. 

“T will not hawe any trouble in es- 
tablishing my charge of breach of prom- 
fes,’"’ Miss Garner said to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter. “I will prove that he

He further holds 
that no person under any circumstances 
can lawfully sell liquor as a beverage 
in Iowa. 

Under the mulct law Iowa saloonkeep- 
ers have been paying $600 annually as 
a tax with the understanding that it 
legalized their sale of intoxicating liq- 
uors and gave them relief from the old 
prohibitory law, which is still on the 
statute books.
